Failure To Govern Ireland; Warns 


May be Called Out 


Demonstration And Reports Over 
ed Quietly 


BELFAST, July 12,-—(Associated 
Press)—The celebration of Orange- 
| mens’ day had its great feature, tue 
customary parade, and, in addition, a 
|notable speech by Sir Edward Car- 
{son, Ulster Unionist Jeader, whose 
pronouncement on the present elitua- 
}tion in Ireland was looked forward 
to eagerly. bad 

Sir Edward minced no words, and 
enthusiasm reached a climax when 
; he declared, in effect, that the govern- 
; ment had failed to govern Ireland and 
toat if it could net protect Ulster, the 
|volunteers would re-organize and 
Ulster would take matters into its 
own hangs. 

Fvery hamlet, village and town in 
Ulster had some kind of celebration, 
and reports over a wide area tonight 
are that ail pas8ed quietly, even in 
Revecy Seat where the two factions 
| are fepresented as ready to renew the 
| fighting should the military forces re- 
lax vneir vigilance. 
| Belfast was heavily guarded by sol- 
diers, but the only troops allowed out 
}of barracks were those actually on 
duty Those people in England who 
hoped that a conciliatory note might 
be struck in this celebration will be 
sadly disappointed, 

No Concililatory Note 

There was noth.ng consiliato:y 
about it, from tae inscriptions on 
the bannere across the streets de- 
nouncing the Sinn Fein to Sir Ed- 
ward Carson’a declaration that the 
people of the south would, of their 
own Volition, have to hang those 
|gullty of political murders’ before 
| Ulster would even consider unity, 
which the sponsors of the home rule 
bill have sa.d they hoped for.

Ulster May Take Matters In Own 

Hands 

Sir Edward Carson, !n, his speed, 
charged the British government with 
failure to govern Ireland. He declared 
that <f the British could not handle 
the situation in South Ireland, trey 
should turn the task over to someone 
who could. He warned the govern- 
ment ‘that if it did not accept the 
help Ulster had effered, “we tell you 
we wii Itake matters into our hands.” 

Discussing conditiong in Ireland, Sir 
Edward aaid: “I read dally of tne 
whole government in some plate be- 
ing taken over by the Sinn Fein. 1) 
read of county councils swearing al-| 
legiance to the Irish republic. , Well, | 
I want to ask what the government! 
is doing with the county councils tak-' 
}ing that course. My opinion is that) 
{such councils ougat to be dissolved. I) 
read daily of the Sinn Fe-n police tak-| 
ing part in the government of various 
towns. ‘ 

“I say if the British government is! 
|unable to deal with these matters, it} 
ought to ask somebody else. It is an| 
ignominous thing for loyal subjects) 
of the,crown to be compelled to ad-| 
mit tle authority of those professing 
|}to act in the name of the so-called 
{Ir'sh repubiic, Yet, to my knowledge} 
there are men in south and west of 
Ireland who, ostensibly, at least, have! 
been obliged to throw their lot in) 
with the Sinn Feiners in order to} 
save their persons and property from! 
disaster. 

Real Battlefield Ulster 

“We know we!l that the real bat- 
tlefield of Ireland, in relation to a} 
republic will be Ufster. We know 
well that their one ambition fs to pen- | 
etrate Ulster ond take possession 
; there as they have elsewhere. Do not 
jlet us close our eyes to the realities 
| of the situation, whatever may be tre 
| consequences. 

“Never will we enter into negotia- 
tlons with the Sinn Fein until, of their 
own volition, they have brought to 
the scaffold the men Who are giving 
our country throughout the world, 
the reputation of being a country of 
criminals and assassins.” 

Sir Edward concluded by warning 
the government that, as it had re-| 
fused Ulster’s repeatedly proffered} 
help and, because of its inability to 
protect Ulster against the machina- 
tions of the Sinn Fein, “we will re-or- 
ganize {n our own defence the volun- 
teers who lent you such splendid Welp 
to maintain the empire during the 
war.” 

He added, “But one thing we will 
not submit to, is that we should be 
left helpless in the face of our ene- 
mies, and we tell the government 
that, come waat, will, in the last re- 
sort, ‘we will rely upon ourselves, and, 
under God, we will defend ourselves.”

MONTREAL, July 12.—(Canadian 
Press.) —Mr. W. H. Taft, former presi- 
dent of the United tates, has been 
appointed to represent the "Grand 
Trunk system on the ‘board of arbi- 
tration that's to determine the @Mount 


‘to be paid fy the Dominion govern- 


ment for the stock of the railway. 
The announcement was made offic- 
jally tonight by Mr. Howard Kelly, 
president of the Grand Trunk, act- 
ing on behalf of the board of direc- 
tors of the railway. 

The work of the arbitration board 
under the Grand Trunk Railway Ac- 
quisition act, 1919, wil be “to deter- 
mine the valne, if any, of the first, 
second and third preference stocks 
and the common and ordinary stock of 
the Grand Trunk, now issued anu out- 
standing,” with a provision that the 
amount to be paid to the stockhold- 
ers including the owners of the pre- 
sent guaranteed stock, shall not ex- 
ceed $5,000,000 per annum. 

The stocks on which the arbitrators 
will place a ‘valuation have a par 
value of £49,573,492. 

The award of the board of, arbitra- 
tion, it has been agreed, shail’ be final 
and binding, 80 fas as both the gov- 
ernment of Canada and the railway 
are concerned, 

The s'ttings of the board of arbitra- 
tion will be held in Montreal, begin- 
ning, according to present arrange- 
ments, about September.

Dr. Simons represented that, coal 
being the very foundation of the in- 
dustrial] life of Germany, every ton 
that Germany gent to the allies meant 
that much less production. 

Germans’ Statement 

He said: “My contention is in 
Europe's interest as much as in the 
interest of Germany, because our pay- 
ments to you are conducted upon 
our industrial production. You want 
your meney. We want you to have 


it. But how can we pay large sums 
if you take away large quantities 
of coal?” 


The foreign minister offered them 
| to increase the deliveries of coal 
|from 1,100,000 tons to 1,406,600 tons 
| within six montas, and to 1,700,000 
tons within a year. This could only 
be done, he aaid, if the allies made 
better food conditions possible for the 
minere and contributed raw materi- 
als to bu!ld houses for more minets.

The failure of the Greeks 
to push castward from Brussa and 
Alashehr, when tae Turks wero al- 
ready in flight is generally believd 
by the Turks to have been due to 
instructions from the supreme coun- 
cil to Balt the advance. 

It is expected that the occupation 
of Oriental Tarace by the Greeks 
wil begin this week. 

While it is the Turkish hope that 
the treaty will be modified within 
ten days, @o that the delegation can 
sign, the better informed tnink dif- 
ferently and expect that the Turks 
will form a makeshift cabinet which 
will sign the treaty.

AN ARMISTICE 


Steps Taken For Cessation of Hos- 
tilities Between Soviet And 
Poland

1O6DO0, July 12,——-Further official 
confirmation was given today that 
the allies had made proposals to the 
Ruasian soviet government for an lm- 
mediate armistice on equitable terms 
between Poland and Russia. 

This confirmation was given in the 
house of commons by Andrew Bonar 
Law, the government spokesman, 

Mr. Bonar Law also declared that 
the soviet government had accepted 
Great Britain's terms for a resump- 
tion of trade between Great Britain 
and Ruasia. 

When asked to estate the terms of 
the tirade agreement, Mr. Bonar Law 
declined to say more than that the 
message to Moscow, dealing with the 
Polish armistice, dealt also with the 
question of trade negotiations. 

The question was raised whether 
the aMies had threatened, if the soviet 
government declined an armistice, 
that the allies would defend Poland. 
Mr. Bonar Law would not give the de- 
tails regarding this contingency, but 
he did say that the British negotiations 
did not involve recognition of the 
soviet government,

Prussa, Asia Minor, July 8—(Asso- 
ciated Press)—Formal entry into this 
oly by the Greek troops was effected 
at 11 o'clock today. No resistance 
Was offered except by the few Nation- 
alists snipers. 

Virtually all Turks except old men, 
women and children, bolted or hid 
and the aged Moslems knet¢ before 
the historic mosques and lowered 
thelr foreLeads into the dust as the 
invading army passed. The same at- 
titude of submission greeted the Greek 
cavalry which passed on from Brussa 
to Mudenia, where it arrived this 
afternoon, Brtish marines who 
landed at Geumieck Wednesday, ar- 
rested 11 prominent Nationaliats. The 
remainder of ¢he band belted, tut 
were intercepted and killed by armed 
Armenians, 

All available approaches to Brussa 
from the sea are controlled by the 
Greeks and British,

TORONTO, July 12.—Never before 
in the “history of Orangeism in 
Ontario was the anniversary of the! 
Battle of Boyne celebrated with more | 
lively interest, than was the case to- 
day in many centres and larger par- 
ades that usual marked the various 
demonstrations. Many cities and 
towns held celebrations, and special- 
ly big Orange processions Were re- 
ported at Carleton Place, Peterboro, 
Sarnia, Belleville and Owen Sound. 
In Toronto the paraders numbered 
more than 8,000, which was a record 
for “the Belfast of Canada,” as this 
city was called by Mayor T. L. Church 
in his address of welcome to the 
Orangemen at Exhibition Park.

direction of that body. The parish council 
comprises 31 members, who are elected 
every three years. They are charged with 
the care of the destitute within the city. 
The council is vested with power to levy 
taxation for poor relief and to distribute 
the money so raised. The levy now 
amounts to about two million dollars a 
year. The cate of taxation for poor relief 
alone is about 12 1-2 cents on each dollar 
of rental value of property in the city. 
This ts in addition to municipal and school 
taxes, which with the parish councti tax 
amounts to about 75'cents on the dollar of 
rental value. 

There are about 20,000 persona receiving 
relief, of whom 10,000 are In their own 
homes and 10,000 in institutions of various 
kinds, Of those in Institutions, possibly 
an average of 2000 are in howpital, 2,000 are 
insane pereons, and 2,000 are children who 
ure cared for in private familios, leaving 
about 4,000 who occupy what in England 
are called poorhouses or workhouses. The 
policy ef the council ‘gs to make provision 
for persons in need at thelr own homes or 
amongst their own people—to keep up 
home life wherever possible and gs far as 
possible. A weekly allowance is given 
which varies according to the varying cost 
of supplies. Each cass fs deelt with on 
ity Individual merits. 

‘fhe problem of poor relief is necersarily 
very serious and difficult in a large city 
such as Glasgow, but evidently it is being 
dealt with in a systematic and compre- 
honsive as well ab’ Hberal manner that 
justifies the high reputation of Glasgow | 
as the seat of wise and successful munici- 
pal government.

Home Branch S.S.B. Visits City 


Mrs. Jean Muldrew, of Ottawa, dl- 
fector of the home branch of the sol- 
dier settlement board iy an Edmonton 
visitor en route to the coast in con- 
nection with her work for the coming 
season. This department is compart- 
tively new, haying been organ‘zed last 
August, when Mrs. Muldrew was made 
director of the home branch, but the 
Edmonton office was not opened untill 
October, and it was wen towards the 
1st of April before the work in this 
district was systematized and got 
under way, with Miss Marion KB. 
Storey, in charge ag district director, 
with headquarters in Edmonton, with 
Miss Florence Sargent, assistant. An 
office was opened in connection with 
Whe Calgary district, at about the 
same time with Miss Fern Hotton, as 
district director, and Mrs, Mitchell, as- 
sistant. 

Realising that the home ts the real 
center of any colonization scheme the 
home branch was planned for at the 
me the Soldier Settlement Board wag 
organized, and the task of the home 
branch is to make living conditions 
as favorable as possible for the wo- 
men who are going nnto the farms 
of the soldier settlers. Another task 
in connection with the work is to 
arrange for hospital accommodations 
and nurses for the settlers when need- 
ed. And this has heen no small under. 
taking, especially in the western pro- 
vinces where distances mre great and 
settlers are scattered. 

The staff as originally organized has 
been increased to 29 workers in the 
seyenteen branches, and covers every 
province in Canada, 

Work in Alberta. 

The work in Alberta is just now get- 
ting under way, while Saskatchewan 
has been organized longer and work 
there has proved most interesting and 
instructive in regard to the poasibill- 
tles of the good that may be done tn 
these outlying districts where women 
are lonely, discouraged ,and need the 
helping hand of a woman to assist 
them in understanding the problems 
of a new country. Many of the wives 
of the soldiers are from Breat Brit- 
win, France and Belgium, taken from 
the thickly populated centers of thosé 
countries and, having little under- 
standing of country, makes their prob- 
lem that much more difficult to solve. 

The women who have this matter in 
tharge in no way exercise a supervision 
over the home; their latitude is mere- 
ly to go into the homes as visitors, 
with the object in view of rendering 


what assistance they may in the 
building up of a home life, and ¢»m- 
munity interest. F 

The possibilities of the work can 
be appreciated when one realizes that 
the women in charge in one commun- 
ity suggested that the women in the 
homes of the town invite the women 
| of the country in for a week's holiday. 
| This was done and during that week 
172 women from the farms came into 
town and were entertained at differ- 
ent homes, 22 of whom brought their 
babies with them. During that week 
the department provided lecturers 
each day on different subjects per- 
taining to farm fife, such as poultry 
|raising, dairying, bread making, 
gardening, child welfare, thee feeding 
of babies, eto. To carry out this 
schenve they enlisted the sympathies 
and services of the University which 
provided the lecturers, the Red Cross, 
the J.0.D.E., the G.W.V.A., the Rotar- 
fans and kindred organizations, as well 
as the moving pioture houses, and 
street railways, who entertained theso 
women free of charge, The result 
was that 72 women went back to their 
{homes after a week's holiday with 
greater courage to meet their prob- 
lems for the rest of the year, Also 
with the result that each woman had 
made at least one new friend—the 
Woman who entertained her while in 
town, and who will be interested in 
her farm life and perhaps be a life- 
long friend, 3 

Societies Co- 5 

In many instances where there is 
| Women's Institute or U.F.W.A. organi- 
zation, these societies have been ask- 
ed to call upon all these new comers 
and get them interested in their socie- 
| ties, and get them interested in the 
life of the’ community. These appeals 
have met/with generous responses in 
all caves, in fact at the Edmonton 
branch, the representative has gotten 
in touch by letter with all these differ- 
jent organizations and personally ask- 
1ed the members to call upon the wives 
of all soldier settiers, and try to make 
them feel at home and contented in 
their new surroundings, 

After a two-day conference with 
representatives and the Soldier Board 
here, Mra. Muldrew goes on to /Van- 
couver and Victoria to visit the home 
branches of these districts and get 
eugeestions as to future needs of the 
communities, Mrs, Muldrew was for- 
merly a resident of Edmonton, and 
Red Deer, having epent five years in 
the province.

The gubstance of the 
Polish note to the A*%lied governments, 
he saki, expreesed he desire for peace 
opon a basis of self-determination.
